Under current law, laundry services performed by a customer in a coin-operated, self service
machine are exempt from the sales tax.

Assembly Substitute Amendment 1 to 2005 Assembly Bill 952

Assembly Substitute Amendment 1 to 2005 Assembly Bill 952 extends the coin-operated
laundry self-service exemption to all self-service laundry services (i.e., includes other non-coin payment
means). Also, the substitute amendment provides for a one-month delayed effective date.

Leqgislative History

On February 7, 2006, the Assembly Committee on Small Business recommended adoption of
Assembly Substitute Amendment 1 by a vote of Ayes, 6; Noes, 0. The Assembly Committee on Small
Business recommended passage of the bill, as amended, by a vote of Ayes, 6; Noes, 0.
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
